In view of the interest in 
developments in Spain, and 
particularly since Great Britain 
is contemplating drastic action 
to prevent a recurrence of 
bombers’ attacks on her ship- 
ping, the tendency in the United 
States to abolish the embargo 
on arms to Spain is interesting. 
It would seem that the Ameri- 
cans have not very much faith 
in the non-intervention agree- 
ment, and that, perhaps, they do 
not relish the idea of the crush- 
ing of Spanish democracy by 
Fascist states. It is not too 
much to say that the situation 
in Spain has seldom been more 
serious; and the Italian press is 
already giving warning of a 
crisis to come and voicing what 
are tantamount to warnings to 
Great Britain and France not to 
do this and that. But France 
has already done something 
about the violation of her 
frontier by alrcraft; and Britain 
appears to be about to do some- 
thing Interesting to prevent the 
sinking of her merchant ships. 
And what Mr. Arthur Davies, 
writing from Geneva, has to 
say ubout the United States is 
interesting, too. 

Mr, Davies says: 

"It is too carly to predict with 
confidence the success of the 
very remarkable move being 
made in the United States to 
lift the embargo on the export 
of arms to Government Spain 
which thas been in force since 
January 8, 1937, when Congress 
resolved to apply ity neutrality 
policy to both sides in the 
Spanish conflict. Perhaps the 
most extraordinary, feature in 
this business is to be found in 
the personalities that are be- 
hind it. Senator Key Pittman 
is Chairman of the Foreign Ro- 
Antions Committee of the 
Senate, and has hitherto been 
chiefly known for his unbending 
opposition to meddling, in other 
people’s wars. Senator Nye 
was one of the authors of the 
Neutrality Act, and has always 
been regarded as a ptotagoniat 
of. the — Isolationist school.

“Heavy fines are inflicted if 
any smoking material, matches, 
cigarettes or tobacco, are found 
on a man at work.

“Materials are delivered from 
the magazines to the huts in 
trolleys, running on miniature 
railway lines, but the men who 
push them never enter cither 
magazine or hut. 


“With all these precautions 
explosion risks are reduced to 
minimum. The only real danger 
is to health. Girls handling 
‘yellow powder’ turn yellow. 
They wear respirators at work 
and their faces are smothered 
with boracic powdart, They 
work in shifts of a week on and 
a week off, and are supplied with 
fresh mill twice a day.

One of the 
rules specifically states that 
work must be done quietly, with- 
out undue haste. If we have a 
rush order we do not speed up 
but work overtime instead. 


“For some reason our rush 
periods seem to come in the sum- 
mer, 


“When I atarted at the factory 
I did three months with an ex- 
perienced worker.’ This was the 
only training necessary. After 
that period I could work on my 
own. The only qualification for 
employment is to be over 21 
years of age, yet it is not always 
easy. to get labour because of the 
nature of the work.” 


“Is the pay good?” I asked, 

“Under three pounds a week, 
with a small ‘danger’ money 
allowance and overtime in addi- 
tion. If we go sick (if the-sick- 
ness is not due to the work, in 
which case we can claim compen- 
sation) or are absent for any 
other cause we get no pay. We 
had four days off over Christmas 
but no. pay.” ' 

When the workers leave the 
factory, George told me, one 
every now and then ‘is picked 
out at random and searched. He 


‘,had never been searched’ him- 


self. Precautions for keeping 
unauthorised people off the pre- 
mises were stringent. 


Secrecy is expected, George 
told me, but, he added, “We 
Imow 80 little about the business 
except our own little process.

Tell Their Story 


WEEPING WOMEN, 
HUNGRY CHILDREN 


Maribor (Jugo-Slavia), 
May 9. 

In the hilly Austro-Jugo- 
Slav border country I visit- 
ed to-day the fifty-six out- 
cast. Austrian Jews who 
‘wander homeless, country- 
less, hungry, sick, penniless 
;and hopeless in the no-man’s 
‘and between Austria and 
Jugo-Slavia, rejected by both 
countries, says a Correspon- 
dent. 


They were. victims of a Nazt 
programme in Burgentand, Austria's 
most easterly province, a month 
ngo, when they were stripped of 
their possessions and papers and 
told to get out of Austria before 
worse happend. to them. 

Originally they were forty-three, 
ranging from the ages of four to 
elghty-seven. In the last few days 
thirteen’ more | pitiful refugees have 
Jaincd them, likewise expelled from 
Burgenland towns. 


Death if they 
go back 


They have been threatencd with 
death by the local storm troop leader 
it they return to Austria, Jugo- 
Slavia cannot necept them because 
they have no passports. 

The Jewish community in Jugo- 
Slavia send up a little food to them 
with great diMculty dally, The 
British authorities in Palestine are 
being urged to give them visas of 
entry. Otherwise they wlll starve 
to death, 

To-day I drove in a car from 
Murska Subota, the nearest Jugo- 
Sinv town, and finished the last 
section of the journcy on_ foot. I 
came in sight of u low whitewashed 
stone hut about thirty fcet long. 
Before it in the sunshine were 
gathered nbout thirty people, sus- 
piciously watching my approach, ' 

Thelr eyes were red from weeping. 
I tald them who I was, One of them 
conducted me tothe hut. [t was 
dark Inside, Straw was piled deep 
round the walls—thelr beds, In the 
straw lay sick men ond women. They 
had three blankets between them. 

In one of the corners was a priml- 
tlve stove on which all the cooking 
was done, 

Outside the hut they gathered 
round me, a sorrowful tattered 
crowd, but still with remnants of 
dignity. They asked me cagerly 
what would happen to them, I told 
them that attempts were being made 
to fet them into Palestine,

One of the refugees told me his 
story. He was a bank clerk In 
Vienna, and had. gone. to Rechnitz, 
in Burgenland, to visit hls parents. 
Stormtroopers entered his father’s 
home one day and told them to get 
out, Thelr passports and al) iden- 
tity papers wore seized, 


They were not allowed to take 
any money with them, only = the 
clothes they stood up in and a few 
scraps of food. Their property, 
they were told, was confiscated. —

Scientists are working out what 
may form the busis of the nation's 
menu In the event of food shortage 
In war. 

The menu to date is not very Inter- 
esting. It inchides recipes for: 

Dark bread (for “stretching” the 
available supplies of four) made 
of wheat diluted with maize, peas, 
beans, and rye. Finvour suid: to be 

“nutty” and not unpleasant. 

Desiccated vegetables from which 
the water has been dried out so 
that the vegetables can be — pre- 
served in small storage capacity. 

FPemmican.—Dried meats, such as 
used by Red Indians and explorers 
on polar expeditions. 

There and other Ideus have been 
submitted to the Food Defence Plan 
Department of the Board of Trade. 
Similar suggestions are being sub- 
mitted almost daily by produccrs, 
monufacturers and trade organis- 
atlons. 

While none of the recipes has been 
formally approved, all of them are 
being submitted to scientists and food 
experts for research into their food 
value and practicability.

Spinach Souffic 


_ For a spinach souffle first make a 
puree by boiling sufficient spinach 
and passing through no sieve. ‘Now 
melt a tablespoonful of butter over 
the fire, add a similur quantity of 
flour ond heat till smooth. Add a 
{enspoonful of finely chopped onion 
and gradually hnlf pint of the puree. 

Simmer lll the mixture is rather 
dry. Turn Into a basin and whip in 
the yolks of three eggs and a littic 
cream. At the last moment add the 
stiMy beaten swhites, fill a well- 
buttered mould about three-quarters 
full and steam for 20 ininutes, 

Spinach with egg and cheese 
makes o tasty, savoury. Boil 1 Ib of 
spinach, chop finely or put through 
the sieve, and rehcat with some but- 
ter and sensoning, Whisk an ces 
and stir it Into half a cupful of warm 
mille in a soucepan. Add a table- 
spoonful of grated cheese and place 
over low heat. Stir till it thickens 
but do not Ict it boll. Put the 
spinach on a plate, pour the mixture 
over, and just brown under the 
griller, 

To use up cold spinach, mix a cup- 
ful with o Ilke quantity of minced 
veal and cold boiled rice. Bind with 
beaten cgg -and season to Iiking. 
Turn into a greased mould and steam 
for one and a half hour. Leave to 
get cold, turn out, then heat some 
whtte suuce and pour over, serving 
at once. 


Tasty Croquettes 
ee ee, 


Spinach croqucttes are very tasty, 
Boil till tender 2 Ib of spinach leaves, 
drain, chop weil, and heat up in the 
saucepan again with the yolks of two 
eggs and 1 oz of grated cheese, Stir 
for ten minutes, then drop spoonfuls 
into boiling fat. Cools on both sides 
a ght brown and drain well, 

Try this way with cold spinach:— 
Take %.1b of spinach and mix in 
with It some chopped beetroot, a 
tablespoonful of parsley, a chopped 
bolled onion, a pinch of thyme, and 
a little chopped lemon rind, 

When well mixed, beat up four 
eggs, adding these, dredge in a table- 
spoonful of flour, four tablespoonfuls 
of milk, a pat of butter, and pepper 
and salt. Mix these in too, pour 
into a buttered dish, and bake for 
20 minutes in a hot oven.

The British Palestine Commission 
now at work in Palestine had been 
given to understand that ‘ony discus~ 
sion on the problems connected with 
entire issue, would be altogether out 
of place at the moment. Although 
uncertainty prevailed regarding the 
carrying out of partition in practice, 
nevertheless: full clarity existed with 
regard to tho principle itself. 

The British Government, he sald, 
wag still convinced that the dendlock 
in the development of Palestine could 
be overcome only by the application 
of the principle of partition. 

As regards Jewish immigration, 
the British Government was not con- 
templating abandoning control of 
Jewlsh immigration into Non- 
Aroablan districts until tho partition 
of Palestine had become a reality. 

It is no exaggeration to say, udded 
Sir John, that Government sces tsclf 
compelicd to conduct an incessant 
warfare ogalnst. terrorism; breaches 
of peace, and disorder. This warfare 
has been draining the fnanciol re- 
sources of. Palestine. Already — the 
balance of the Government ..fund 
which amounted on April 1930, to 
£6,200,000 has shrunk to £2,300,000. 
The finances of Palestine were in a 
grave position.

In view of the interest in 
developments in Spain, and 
particularly since Great Britain 
is contemplating drastic action 
to prevent a recurrence of 
bombers’ attacks on her Ship- 
ping, the tendency in the United 
States to abolish the embargo 
on arms to Spain is interesting. 
It would seem that the Ameri- 
cans have not very much faith 
in the non-intervention agree- 
ment, and that, perhaps, they do 
not relish the idea of the crush- 
ing of Spanish democracy by 
Fascist states. It is not too 
much to say that the situation 
in Spain has seldom been more 
serious; and the Italian press.is 
already giving warning of ao 
erlsis to come and voicing what 
are tantamount to warnings to 
Great Britain and France not to 
do this and that. But France 
has already done something 
about the violation of her 
frontier by aircraft; and Britain 
appears to be about to do some- 
thing interesting to prevent the 
sinking of her merchant ships. 
And what Mr. Arthur Davies, 
writing from Geneva, has to 
say about the United States is 
interesting, too. — 

Mr. Davies says: 

“It is too early to predict with 
confidence the success of the 
very remarkable move being. 
made in the United States to 
lift the embargo on the export 
of arms to Government Spain 
which thas been in force since 
January 8, 1987, when Congress

ia an engineering works, just 
like any other engineering works, 
but, in what we call the danger 
area, we all work in small, de- 
tached huts, measuring some 
sixteen feet by twelve, Four 
men are in each hut.

“The number of shells we can 
be working on at once is limited 
by Home Office regulation. 


“The huts are scattered about 
in a wood, a really beautiful 
wood of silver birches, They 
are approached by a tree-lined 
road and the whole place looks 
like a country gentleman’s estate 
that has been allowed to run a 
bit wild. 


“Each hut is built in its own 
clearing and the magazines, 
where the ingredients and the 
finished shellé are kept, are sur-

« ABOUT 1,500 workers 
are employed’ about 
the place. 


“When ‘we arrive at work we 
have to change all our outer 
clothes, On the job we wear 
cord jackets and trousers, with- 
out pockets, turn-ups or buttons, 
No metal of any kind is allowed, 


“Hold on, Slug! We're diggin’ in elrctest”* 


so that even the soles of the 
special boots we wear are made 
with wooden pegs instead of 
nails. The idea is to prevent 
grit or any other foreign ma- 
terial getting into the huts and 
striking a spark. 


“Each hut is connected to the 
dressing rooms by a raised plat- 
form, so that, once we have 
changed, we do not come into 
contact with the ground again. 
Inside the huts floors and 
benches sre.covered with the 


‘best quality linoleum. - 


“Heavy fines are inflicted if 
any smoking material, matches, 
cigarettes or tobacco, are found 
on a man at work. These rules 
are strictly enforced. © : 


“Materials are delivered from 
the magazines to the huts in 
trolleys, running on miniature 
railway line3, but the men who 
push them ‘never enter cither 
magazine or hut. 


“With all these precautions 
explosion risks are reduced to 
minimum. The only real danger 
is to health. Girls handling 
‘yellow powder’ turn yellow. 
They. wear respirators at work 
and their faces are smothered 
with boracic powdert, They’ 
work in shifts of a week on and 
a week off, and are'supplied with 
fresh milk twice a day. :

rush order we do not speed up 
but work overtime instead.

I did three months with an ex- - 
perienced worker. This was the: 
only training necessary. After 
that period I could work on my 
own. The only qualification. for 
employment is to be over 21 
years of age, yet it is not always. 
easy to get labour because of the 
nature of the work.” : 


“Is the pay good?” I asked. 
“Under three pounds a week, _ 
with a small ‘danger’ money.

Tell Their Story 


WEEPING WOMEN, 
HUNGRY CHILDREN 


Maribor (Jugo-Slavia), 
May 9. 

In the hilly Austro-Jugo- 
Slav border country I visit- 
ed to-day the fifty-six out- 
cast Austrian Jews who 
wander homeless, country- 
less, hungry, sick, penniless 
and hopeless in the no-man’s 
land between Austria and 
Jugo-Slavia, rejected by both 
countries, says a Correspon- 
dent, 


They were vietims of a Nazi 
programme in Burgenland, Austria's 
most casterly province, a month 
ngo, when they were stripped of 
their possessions and papers and 
told to get out of Austrian before 
worse happened to them, 

Originally they were forty-three, 
ranging from the ages. of four to 
clighty-seven, In the Jast few days 
thirteen more pitiful refugees have 
jolned them, likewise expelled from 
Burgenland towns. 3

Straw was piled deep 
round the walls—their beds, In the 
straw Lay sick men and women, They 
had three blankets between them. 

In one of the corners was a priml- 
tive stove on which oll the cooking 


was done. 

Outside the hut they gathered 
round me, a_ sorrowful tattercd 
crowd, but stil with remnants of 
dignity. They asked me eagerly 
what would happen to them. I told
